Western Maryland Wins 
Hard Fought Game 


In a hard fought gamb on University Field 
Saturday afternoon, the George Washington 
University foot ball team suffered its first 
defeat by the small score of .6 to 0. The 
team which administered the defeat, so keen- 
ly felt by the entire squad, was the strong 
Western Maryland College aggregation, Be- 
cause of the fact that both teams used line 
plays most of the time, the game was one of 
the fiercest ever seen on University Field. 
Time after time men were injured so badly 
that play was stopped until they could re- 
cover. Coach Rorke substituted eight or ten 
'■men. ■ ... „ ■ ,■ 

The loss of the game may be attributed di- 
rectly to several Tumbles. On the first 
kick-off there was a fumble which gave the 
ball to the visitors, and they came very near 
making a touch-down then and there. Fields 
fell on the ball when he should have picked 
it up and ran with it, as there was plenty of 

room for a ten or fifteen yard run. The ball

was advanced by Maryland to within a few 
feet of the goal line, when Roberts fumbled, 
and one of ,the Orange and Blue players fell 
bn It. West kicked it out of danger. Later

a direct pass, and Meyers, the fast right end 
of the visitors, fell on the ball and big Rob- 
erts soon rushed over the goal. Foot ball

There was plenty of fine individual play- 
ing by the home team, but as a team the boys 
lacked the snap and vim which they dis- 
played in the Randolph-Macon game. Had 
they played as fast Saturday as* they did 
last Monday, the score would have been ful- 
ly as large in their favor. Stevenson proba- 
bly made the best showing of any of the 
. men. Sis end runs were spectacular and 
never failed to ghin. He bucked the tackles 
for fine gains on more than one occasion, 
and when his side was on the defensive he 
was in every play. Frank West pleased his 
most ardent admirers by the splendid man- 
ner in which he punted the ball when called 
upon. He took plenty of time, and all of his 
kicks senk the ball soaring through the air 
for thirty-five yards or more. His deliberate 
style of punting is very effective, inasmuch 
as it gives the ends plenty of time to get 
down the field. Van Vleit, “Billy” West or 
Kirkman were always ready to tackle the 
man who caught Frank’s long punts, and on 
no occasion did the runner gain any distance 
after catching the ball. Kirkman distin- 
guished himself by the swiftness which he 
displayed in getting down under the flying 
ball and tackling the awaiting Marylahder. 
Woods at . center played a great game. Sev- 
eval times he broke through the opposing 
line, and not a gain was made past him. 

Frank Law. was undoubtedly missed at 
left tackle. Most of the rushes of big Rob- 
erts were made through left tackle, where a 
substitute was playing. Law injured his 
shoulder very badly last week and r wa* un- 
. able to play Saturday. He is a flne defefi-

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sive player, and many of the attacks of the 
enemy on left tackle would have been suc- 
cessfully blocked had he been playing. Coach 
Rorke tried several new men. Morris, who 
came out the first of last week, was put in 
at left guard in the second half, and played 
a good game for a recruit. He will possibly

Roberts kicked off to George Washington. 
His punt was short and Kilgore let it pass 
him. Fields tried to fall on the ball, but 
failed, and one of the Maryland boys obtain- 
ed possession of it on George Washington’s 
40 yard line. The tandem formation was put

into execution immediately, the giant Rob- 
erts carrying the ball at all times. He went 
through left tackle at will but when on the 
10 yard line, fumbled, and Van Vleit was on 

the ball before he could recover himself. Af- 

■ 

ter a few plays, West punted to Higgins, 
who was downed in his tracks. A fierce 
punting duel followed between West and 
Roberts, the former getting the best of it, as 
1 the ball was in the visitors’ territory most of 
the time. The first half ended with the ball 
in the middle of the field. 

The second half witnessed some splendid 
defensive playing by the Orange and Blue 
pig-skin artists. Kirkman kicked-off to 
Western Maryland and the ball was brought 
by steady gains to Washington’s one yard 
line. Chief Roberts had three downs to get 
the ball over. Three flmes he made mighty 
plunges at the Orange and Blue line, but it 
held like a stone wall. His 220 pounds of 
brawn and muscle counted for nothing 
against that splendid stand. Here Kirkman 
made the greatest mistake of ^ the game. 
With the ball resting on the one yard line, it 
was necessary to pass the ball behind the 
goal line to the backs. Failure to pass the 
ball across the line would have beep a “safe- 
ty for Maryland. -Kirkman should have 


punted the ball. A good punt would have 
sent the pig skin forty yards from the goal, 
and the subsequent touchdown would most 
likely have been prevented. He tried, in- 
stead, to break through the line and on Win- 
ston s fumble, Maryland secured the ball and 
.pushed Roberts over for a touch-down. 

After Roberts kicked an easy goal, there 
remained but a few minutes of play. The 
■’ball was kicked off to George Washington, 
and then Stevenson and Winston pulled off 
some splendid end runs. Three plays of this 
„ character netted the Orange and Blue 60 
yards, and when time was called the ball 
s rested on Maryland’s 30 yard line. Three 
. minutes longer would probably have given 
the home team a touchdown. 

The game was lost, but no dishonor is at- 
tached to the defeat. The home team played 
a splendid game, considering the fact that 
they were pitted against an eleven w’hich 
outweighed them more than 10 pounds to 
the man.^ There is no getting away from the 
fact that Roberts is the whole Western 
Maryland team. With him out of the game, 
George Washington would have had a walk- 
over. He gained almost all of the ground for 
his team, and his defensive work was superb.
